As the official returns come in from 
one state after another, says the New 
York Post, certain facts about the 
election scarcely indicated in the lirst 
announcement ol’ results begin to 
stand out strikingly. It was the cur­ 
rent Impression on the day after elec­ 
tion. for instance, that record breaking 
majorities must be the accompaniment 
of a record breaking vote. On the con­ 
trary. the figures now* in have made it 
almost certain that the popular vote is 
more than 100,000 smaller than it was 
in llKK), which was Itself about the 
same us In 1896. It hits also been as­ 
sumed that the election went over­ 
whelmingly one way t>ecause of the 
great multitude of Democrats and first 
voters who by reason of personal ad­ 
miration for Mr. Roosevelt came over 
and voted the Republican ticket This 
view, too. Is put in a new light by the 
later returns, which show that Roose­ 
velt’s lend over Parker was composed 
of approximately three parts Demo­ 
cratic losses to one part Republican 
gains. 
The latest figures now obtainable, 
partly unofficial and in a few eases es- 
tinwited, show* tluit Roosevelt received 
7,702,180 votes and Parker 5,119,704. 
In 1900 McKinley had 7,217,810 
Bryan 6,357,826. Thus Roosevelt's gain 
over .McKinley's vote was only 4ST- 
370, w hile Parker's loss from the Bry­ 
an vote was approximately three times 
that figure; or 1,238,122. 
Now* as to the total vote. The com­ 
bined vote for Roosevelt ami Parker 
was 12.821,884. which was 753,752 less 
than the combined vote of McKinley 
and Bryan. Add 000,000 for the So­ 
cialist vote, and the total is atlll about 
550,000 short of the total vote of all 
purties la 1900, which was 13,961,500. 
There is no reason for believing that 
the Populist, Prohibitionist and Social 
Labor candidates had so many as 550, 
000. Thus unless some of the state 
votes yet to be canvassed have been 
preposterously under or over estimated 
it is hard to escape the surprising con­ 
clusion that in the year of this unex­ 
ampled party triumph the number of 
persons voting was actually less than 
it was eight, years ago. 
Looking only at the change of votes 
since 1900, the states may be divided 
into four groups. In only three states 
—Georgia, Mississippi and South Caro­ 
lina—was Parker’s vote larger than 
Bryan’s and Roosevelt's smaller than 
McKinley's. In eight others Alabama, 
Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Vir­ 
ginia—both Parker aud Roosevelt re 
ecived fewer votes than Bryan and Mc­ 
Kinley respectively. 
In four 
Dela­ 
ware, Massachusetts. Rhode island and 
West Virginia—Parker’s vote was lar­ 
ger than Bryan’s and Roosevelt's lar­ 
ger than McKinley’s. 
In tie* other 
thirty Roosevelt had more votes than 
McKinley and Parker less votes than 
Bryan. But we find, further, that in 
only ten of these did Roosevelt’s gain 
over the McKinley vote exceed Par­ 
ker's loss from the Bryan vote.

These two now fruits have been chris­ 
tened as “ the Husk" und “ the W illett,” 
In honor of the late Secretary Husk 
u n d the late ASFTST'afit S*x*retary Wll- 
lett of the department of agriculture. 
Several thouannd young tm*s w ill be 
distributed fre<* among the experiment 
stations, reliable nursery*men and com­ 
petent fruit growers In the southern 
stat«*H. and it Is exp«*eU*d that the Husk 
and the W illett will find their way Into 
the northern markets In »» few years. 
•‘They’rt* a go," said Secretary W il­ 
son. 
“ They can be grown In every 
back yard south of the Ohio and Uoto- 
mne rivers and w ill make an excellent 
home fruit as well as »in orchanl fruit 
ami a popular foliage plant as well as 
a money gett«»r.” 
This fall more of the seedlings are 
fruiting and Increasing still further t’:<* 
variety. Among the several freaks the 
oillcers of the agricultural department 
were delighted to find several large, 
luscious, sweet oranges, full of Jiilet? 
and of a flavor «»quol to any that wen* 
ever grown in Florida or the western 
states. 
W hile tin* returns are not yet sufii- 
cient to justify’ predictions, h*1 is con­ 
vinced that tlu* plant breeders of the 
department have produced a substi­ 
tute for the Indian river orange that 
will be Just as palatable and tough 
enough to endure any fr«»st that may 
ever visit the gulf states. The young 
tr«H*s have already endured four w in ­ 
ters, in which tlu* temperature fn*- 
quently went «is low us «1 d«»gr«»«**{ above 
z«*ro, without suffering the sllg!)t«*st in­ 
jury, and that will bring them within 
tin* reach of «ill of tlu* south Atlantic 
and gulf states and the lower altitudes 
of T e:m«*sso«\ Kentucky and Arkansas. 
The plant breeders of the agricultur­ 
al department have produced another 
new fruit for breakfast use by hybrid 
izh.g t! e pomelo of Japan and th© tan­ 
gerine of Aleb'rs. and the result is ” tb»* 
tángelo,*' which has the flavor of the 
tangerin«* and th<* size of the pomelo 
and can be grown ill any kind of so.: 
an«l in any clim ate where the tempe»«. 
ture «loi's now go below zero. 


The department is introducing the 
mango tree from India and the Philip­ 
pines, trying to breed that up to endure 
the climate of the United States. It is 
a delicious fndt both for table use and 
for preserving.

Heeretnry James Wilson of the agri­ 
cultural department had a new kind of 
orange for Ids Thanksgiving dinner* 
and ate it with great satisfaction bi* 
caus** it represented six years of la 
bor, care and cultivation, says William 
E. Curtis, the special correspondent of 
the Chicago Uoeord-Herald at V. Ir v­ 
ington. 
The “great freeze” of IHDE de 
stroked more than half of the orange 
groves of Florida and wiped out nearly 
half the wealth of that state. 
it 
taught ti great lesson and convinced 
those that were in the fruit I usine s 
thjit tin* future prosperity depended 
upon the discovery cf an orange that 
could endure cold weather. 
One of ti e first official acts of Sec­ 
ret ary Wilson when in* came into the 
agricultural department in ISP? was 
to confer with Dr. Galloway, chief of 
the bureau of plant industry, and in­ 
struct him to undertake the duty of 
finding a frost resistant. 
Experiments 
began at once, nnd their hopes were 
basis! upon the possibilities of ii little, 
hardy plant, ;i native of Japan, which 
bears a worthless fruit, but lms lots 
of vitality and endurance and is use ! 
extensively throughout the north fur 
hedges. 
It grows rapidly in any kind 
of soil and will survive any amount of 
cold and is familiar as th*1 Japanese 
orange, the mock orange, the Trifoliata 
orange nnd by several names. 
The plant breeders of tlx* agricultur­ 
al department took that as the mother 
and the sweet navel orange of tin* I»- 
diiin river as th** father and sprinkled 
tin* pollen of one upon the blossoms of 
the other. 
Tin* result was a series of 
hybrids of many variations an I pe­ 
culiarities. 
Some were evergreen, like 
the orange trees of Florida; others 
shed their foliage In the fall like the 
Japanese 
hedges. 
Some had 
short 
thorns, some long thorns and some it*) 
thorns at all. 
Some had tripoliate 
leaves, while the leaves of tin* others 
were round, oblong and oval. 
Between 25,000 and 30,000 seedlings 
were transplanted from the Washing­ 
ton propagating houses to the warm 
soil of Florida, nnd in I OOO, as soon as 
they were large enough, the small trees 
were distributed throughout the gulf 
states and the Carolinas to test their 
endurance of cold as low jis zero. 
In 
order to hasten t Heir fruiting growing. 
trees were budded and grafted, and jill 
the tricks known to botanists and 
nurserymen were resorted to. 
Last 
year they began to bear fruit and pro­ 
duced a great variety iii size, shape, 
color, fibre and flavor. 
Nearly all 
those so fur produced are palatable, 
but most are tart and have a twang 
resembling tile Japanese pomelo more 
closely than the American orange. The 
pomelo resembles tho grape fruit and 
is a great favorite on the breakfast 
tallies of Japan. 
Almost all of the 
fruit produced last year proved suit­ 
able for marmalades and preserves, 
and among them two specimens were 
selected as the most valuable and use­ 
ful breakfast fruits. 
Secretary Wilson 
and Dr. Galloway are convinced that 
they will rapidly become popular and 
pay large profits to the growers. 
These two new fruits have been chris­ 
tened as “the Rusk” und “tile Willett,” 
In honor of the late Secretary Rusk 
imd the late Assistant Secretary \Vil- 
lett of the department of agriculture. 
Several thousand young trees will be 
distributed free among the experiment 
stations, reliable nurserymen and com­ 
petent fruit growers In the southern 
states, and it is expected that the Rusk 
nnd the Willett will find their way into 
the northern markets In a few years. 
“They’re a go,” said Secretary Wil­ 
son. 
"They can be grown in every 
back yard south of the Ohio and Poto­ 
mac rivers and will make an excellent 
home fruit as well as an orchard fruit 
anil a popular foliage plant as well as 
a money getter.” 
This filii more of the seedlings are 
fruiting and increasing still further the 
variety. Among the several freaks the 
officers of Hie agricultural department 
were delighted to find several large, 
luscious, sweet oranges, full of juice 
jind of a flavor equal to any that were 
ever grown in Florida or the western 
states. 
While the returns are not yet suffi­ 
cient to justify predictions, he is con­ 
vinced that the plant breeders of the 
department have produced a substi­ 
tute for the Indian river orange that 
will be just as palatable and tough 
enough to endure any frost that may 
ever visit the gulf states. The young 
trees have already endured four win­ 
ters, in which the temperature fre­ 
quently went as low* jib U degrees above 
zero, without suffering tile slightest In­ 
jury, aiul that will bring them within 
th** reach of all of the south Atlantic 
and gulf states and the lower altitudes 
of Tennessee, Kentucky and Arkansas. 
The plant breeders of the agricultur­ 
al department have produced another 
new fruit for breakfast use by hybrid­ 
izing ti " pomelo of Japan and the tan ­ 
gerine of Vlglers, and the result is “th** 
tangelo.” which has the flavor of the 
tangerine and the size of the po in el*, 
aud can bo grown in any kind of so;: 
and in any climate where the temper*, 
titre does nbw go below zero. 
The departm ent 1r introducing the 
mango tref* from India aud the Philip­ 
pines, trying to breed th at up to endure 
tile clim ate of the United States. It is 
n delicious fruit both for table use and 
for preserving. 


CHICAGO'S SUBWAY. 


Villa** o f F r e ig h t M n * T h a t C urrie* 
t h e T r n n n c o n tfn e t ita l M all. 
It is claimed that til** underground 
railroad of the city of Chicago will in 
a great measure relieve the congested 
condition of tile streets of that city, 
not so much fry th** diversion of traffic 
below the surface as by the removal 
of the great number of teams hereto­ 
fore required to handle the freight 
traffic of til*' great western metropolis, 
Baya the Scientific American. 
The first instance of this kind was 
recently accomplished 
in an experi­ 
mental Dunmor by the transport Ilion 
of th** mails by this subsurface line in­ 
stead of by horses, conveying the bags 
across the city from one depot to un 
other. The entire transcontinental rn..ii 
had to be transported in this manner, 
and much delay resulted Incident to 
the exchange from the 1 rn I tis to the 
wagons nnd hack again, independent 
of that which frequently happened to 
the wagons in the course of their trips 
through tlx* thronged streets of the 
busy city. 
Connection had been estab 
lished between the stations of the 
Lake Shore and Milwaukee Central 
and the Chicago. Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, mid upon the completion of th** 
work the snails were transferred di­ 
rectly to th** tunnel cars and after be­ 
ing sea 1***1 were sent on their way. 
The operation is largely automatic, 
and as th** way is clear no time Is lost 
in transit. 
Tile company undertaking 
tile contract agrees to cut the present 
time of handling the mail between 
the points named in half, but at the 
same time th** officials are confident of 
their ability to do very much better 
than this.

Secretary Jam es W ilson of the agri­ 
cultural departm ent had a new kind of 
ó ra m e for his 
T hanksgiving dinner 
and ate It with great satisfaction he 
cau se it represented six years of la 
bor, care and cultivation, says William 
E. Curtis, the special correspondent of 
the Chicago Record 1 lera Id at V» as.i- 
ington. 
The "great freeze” of l.sph de 
stroyed more than half of the orange 
groves of Florida and wiped out nearly 
half 
the 
wealth 
of 
that 
state. 
It 
taught a great lesson and convinced 
those that were in the fruit 1 name s 
that the future prosperity depended 
upon the discovery of an orange that 
could endure cold weather. 
One of the iirst official acts of Sec­ 
retary Wilson w hen he cam e into the 
agricultural departm ent in lSi)« 
w as 
to confer w ith Dr. C allow ay, chief of 
the bureau of plant industry, and in­ 
struct him to undertake the duty of 
finding n frost resistant. 
Experim ents 
began at once, and their hopes were 
based upon the possibilities of a little, 
hardy plant, a native of Japan, which 
bears a w orthless fruit, but lias lots 
of vitality and endurance and is uso ; 
extensively throughout the north C.r 
hedges. 
It grow s rapidly in any kind 
of soil and will su rvive any am ount of 
cold and is fam iliar as the Japanese 
orange, the mock orange, tin» Trifoliata 
orange and by several names. 
The pin nt breviers of the agricultur­ 
al department took that as the mother 
and the sw eet navel orange of the In 
dlan river as tin* father and sprinkled 
the pollen of one upon the blossoms of 
the other. 
The result w as a series of 
hybrids of many variations and p e­ 
culiarities. 
Som e were evergreen, like 
the orange trees of 
Florida; others 
shed their foliage in the fall like the 
Japanese 
hedges. 
Som e 
had 
short 
thorns, som e long thorns and som e no 
thorns at 
all. 
Som e 
had 
tripoliate 
leaves, w hile the leaves of the others 
w ere round, oblong and oval. 
Between 25,000 and 30,000 seedlings 
were transplanted from the Washing­ 
ton propagating houses to the warm 
soil of Florida, ami in 1000, as soon as 
they were large enough, the small trees 
were distributed throughout the gulf 
states and the Carolinas to test their 
endurance of cold as low as zero. 
In 
order to hasten their fruiting growing, 
trees were budded and grafted, and all 
the tricks known to botanists nml 
nurserymen were resorted to. 
Bast 
year they began to bear fruit and pro­ 
duced a great variety in size, shape, 
color, fibre and flavor. 
Nearly all 
those so far produced are palatable, 
but most are tart and have a twang 
resembling the Japanese pomelo more 
closely than the American orange. The 
pomelo resembles the grape fruit and 
is a great favorite on the breakfast 
tables of Japan. 
Almost all of the 
fruit produced last year proved suit­ 
able for marmalades and preserves, 
and among them two specimens were 
selected as the most valuable and use­ 
ful breakfast fruits. 
Secretary Wilson 
and Dr. Galloway are convinced that 
they will rapidly become popular and 
pay large profits to the growers. 
These two new fruits have been chris­ 
tened as "the Husk” und “the Willett,” 
In honor of the late Secretary Husk 
imd the late Assistant Secretary >Vli- 
lett of the department of agriculture. 
Several thousand young trees will be 
distributed free among the experiment 
stations, reliable nurserymen and com­ 
petent fruit growers In the southern 
states, and it is expected that the Husk 
and the Willett will find their way into 
the northern markets in a few years. 
“They’re a go,” said Secretary Wil­ 
son. 
"They can be grown in every 
back yard south of the Ohio and Poto­ 
mac rivers and will make an excellent 
home fruit as well as an orchard fruit 
and a popular foliage plant as well as 
a money getter.” 
This fall more of the seedlings are 
fruiting and increasing still further the 
variety. Among the several freaks the 
officers of the agricultural department 
were delighted to find several large, 
luscious, sweet oranges, full of juice 
and of a flavor equal to any that were 
ever grown in Florida or the western 
states. 
While the returns are not yet suffi­ 
cient to justify predictions, he is con­ 
vinced that the plant breeders of the 
department have produced a substi­ 
tute for the Indian river orange that 
will be Just as palatable and tough 
enough to endure any frost that may 
ever visit the gulf states. The young 
trees have already endured four win­ 
ters, in which the temperature fre­ 
quently went as low as <5 degrees above 
z»>ro, without suffering the slightest In­ 
jury, and that will bring them within 
the reach of all of the south Atlantic 
and gulf states and the lower altitudes 
of Tennessee, Kentucky nnd Arkansas. 
The plant breeders of the agricultur­ 
al department have produced another 
new fruit for breakfast use by hybrid­ 
izing the pomelo of Japan and the tan­ 
gerine of Algiers, and the result Is “the 
tángelo,” which has the flavor of the 
tangerine and the slz.e of the pornej*. 
and cun be grown In any kind of so.: 
and in any climate where the tempen. 
ture does nbw go below zero. 
The department Is Introducing the 
mango tree from India and the Philip­ 
pines, trying to breed that up to endure 
the climate of the United States. It is 
n delicious fruit both for table use and 
for preserving. 


CHICAGO'S SUBW AY.

It is claimed that the underground 
railroad of the city o f Chicago will in 
a great measure relieve the congested 
condition of the streets of that city, 
not so much by the diversion of traffic 
below the surface as by the removal 
of the great number of team s hereto­ 
fore required 
to 
handle the 
freight 
traffic of the great Western metropolis, 
gays the Scientific American. 
The first Instance of this kind w as 
recently 
accomplished 
in 
an 
experi­ 
menta] manner by the transport itlon 
of the mails by this subsurface line in­ 
stead of by horses, conveying the bags 
across the city from one depot to so 
other. The entire transcontinental 
had to be transported in this manner, 
and much delay resulted incident to 
the exchange from the trains to the 
w agons and bock again. Independent 
of that which frequently happened to 
the w agons in tlie course of their trips 
through tin* thronged streets of the 
busy city. 
Connection had been estab­ 
lished 
between 
the 
stations 
of 
the 
Lake Shore and 
M ilw aukee Central 
and the Chicago, M ilw aukee and St. 
Paul, and upon the completion of the 
work the « m ils w ere transferred di­ 
rectly to the tunnel cars and after be­ 
ing sealed were sent on their way. 
The operation is largely automatic, 
and as tlie way is clear no tim e Is lost 
in transit. 
The com pany undertaking 
the contract agrees to cut the present 
tim e of 
handling 
the mail 
between 
tlie points named in half, but at the 
sam e tim e the officials are confident of 
their ability to do very much better 
than tins. 
If the schem e proves suc­ 
cessful other connections will lie made 
and the mail to and from the main 
postoffice handled In this manner.

TO LITTLE FALLS 


Sheriff Tanner of Morrison Coun­ 
ty Arrived in City l ast Night 
After Robbers 


THAT’S GOING SOME 


CLEAR

Sheriff Tanner arrived in the city last 
evening from Little Falls and ail tnis 
morning was in consultation with the 
local authorities regarding the three 
men arrested night before last with tho 
result that he took all three of them 
back to Little Palls with him this after­ 
noon. 
Mr. Tanner would have taken 
two of the men back with him anyway, 
but Jesse Coe, alias Jesse Neal, was 
wanted by the local authorities on the 
charge of breaking into and robbing the 
A. H. Cole store at Pequot. 
It was de­ 
cided this morning to let the Morrison 
county officials take the first chance at 
this man and the proceedings thus far 
taken in the matter were waived by 
Judge W arner and County Attorney 
Crowell. 
The two men who did not give their 
names yesterday told SherifT Erickson 
th a t their names were Thos. Martin and 
Harry Harwood. 
Of course it is not 
thought that this is their right names. 
The men are known to be bad char­ 
acters and considerable inquiry is being 
made regarding the capture by outside 
authories. 
SherifT Tanner stated this morning 
th at they had a clear ease against the 
men on the holdup at the N. I*, depot. 
They have, in fact, got some of the stuff 
th a t was stolen from the depot and tho 
men are known to have had it in their 
possession. 
It was thought that the 
case against Coe in Morrison would 
be much easier to prove than the one 
against him here and this is the reason 
the official' of the two counties compro­ 
mised. 
The men are thought to have been op­ 
erating in northern Minnesota for sever­ 
al months and it is believed that many 
of the daring robberies and holdups can 
be traced to their door.

a r r e s t e d her by request of the county 
attorney, who said a warrant would be

I gave back to her tho money tiiat I 
found in her possession and let her go. 
The money that was given by the

city and bringing her back under ar­ 
rest. 
1 di I not anticipate that there 
was going to be trouble about procuring 
a warrant and having a preliminary ex­ 
amination to determine whether the 
prisoner should be held for trial. 
1 hat 
there was such trouble and that no war. 
rant was issued, the public has already 
been informed. The woman was under 
arrest a reasonable period of timo for 
the necessary steps to have been taken 
anil to keep her longer would have been 
simply to invite a suit for damages 
against myself for false imprisonment. 
It would have been a risk of so serious 
a character that I chose not to take it, 
and the woman was accordingly releas­ 
ed. 
On releasing her I returned to her 
the money she had, because I 
had no 
legal authority for undertaking, in the 
absence of any proceedings at law, to 
determine the question of ownership. 
To make the situation clear, it is neces­ 
sary to state several additional facts. 
Unfortunately I have some enemies. 
From every possible point of view it is 
undesirable to have any and I sincerely 
aim to not deserve such as I have. 
There is an effort on the part of certain 
citizens, not many I am thankful to say, 
to deprive tho sheriff’s office of its legit­ 
imate business, and the city clerk ap­ 
pears to be in full sympathy with that 
effort. Hence tho extraordinary diffi­ 
culty in procuring warrants and the 
frequent miscarriage of justice. 
Mr. 
Low recently published a declaration 
th a t he m ust be satisfied that a convic­ 
tion can be had before he will issue a 
w-arrant, and sucii action, together with 
the exceeding difficulty in satisfying 
him of anything when he does not want 
to issue one, weakens public protection 
and gives license to thieves. 
If such a 
policy is consistent with tho public wel­ 
fare I shall not complain: but if th at 
policy brings public complaint, as it cer­ 
tainly does, 1 think 1 
may reasonably 
request the city clerk and his backers 
to bear the blame themselves and not 
try to unload it upon me.
